tions which had been made against the police, and 


salary of Rs. 30 only, had sent home a large sum of money within a short 


time. The District Superintendent of Police had received quite a number 
of petitions against the police, about one of which he directed the local police. 
Inspector to hold an inquiry. But the inquiry bore no fruit. Was it not 


one of the complaints that.whenever the junior Sub-Inspector sent large 


money-orders home, he had big cases in his hand in which inquiry was 
always ineffectual?

In inquiries like that which was 
held about the allegations against the Sutahata police, it is generally seen that all 
that people say are disbelieved, while implicit faith is put by the higher 
officials in the words of oppressive police officers, It is a pity that such should 
be the case under the benign British Government. 3

days of payment of salary. The chaukidars know that if the panchayat 


fails to pay them their salaries in proper time, his movable properties will 
be distrained and sold to pay them. The dafadar is the master of the 
situation. He tyrannises over the chaukidar, who dares not incur his dis- 
pleasure, by laying a complaint of non-attendance against him. The rule 
is that the dafadar’s diary must be signed every day by at least two inhabitants 
of two villages and by the panchayat. But, as a matter of course, the dafadar 
gets the signature done by others at his convenience, and the Daroga Babu 
countersigns the diary with his eyes shut. i | a

Besides his various duties in conneetion with the assessment, collection and 
distribution of the chaukidari-tax, the panchayat is bound, by law, to lodge 
information of cases of theft, dacoity, house-breaking, &c., in the thana. But 
neither the chaukidar nor the dafadar gives him such information. Hence 
the panchayat finds it necessary to collect all such information by daily 
visiting every village under him and afterwards to report it at the thana. 


The chaukidar’s failure to regularly help the panchayat in the collection 
of rates, causes great hardship to the poor villagers, inasmuch as the latter, 
who are always badly off, are unable to pay the chaukidari tax when * are 
required to do so, if the panchayat fails, owing to the absence of the chaukidar, 
to collect it at the appointed time, 


The chaukidar is appointed by and from the thana, but neither the 

chayat nor the villagers are consulted when the appointment is made. The 

nchayat is therefore nothiug more than the pay-master of the chaukidar. 
ro remedy this state of things, the follow ing rules should be made: — 


(1) That all the chaukidars and dafadars of a circle shall, after performing 
their respective duties every day, get them daily recorded by the panchayat, 
and that different checkidare shall go on rounds in different villages 
every day. ) 


( a That the chaukidar’s A must be signed by at least five inhabitants 
of a village, to prove that he patrolled at night in that village. 


(3) That chaukidars and dafadars must prepare statements of their weekly 


work, and have them signed, first by panchayats, and next by officers in charge 
of thanas. |

They have to pay heavy license fees to the 
Government and propitiate in ing officers, chaprasis, &c., with bribes, and 
they recoup themselves for all this by taking from the Sonthals their means of 
livelihood. _ | ;

Even inspecting officers refuse to take 
any action on the petitions of villagers, With the postmasters at their back, 
the postmen lord it over all. They get letters distributed by such men as they 
happen to meet on their way, and have signatures forged in their diaries as 
proof that they per-onally distributed them. In the rainy season their visits 
to villages become few and far between. Money-orders addressed to females 
are, as a rule, delivered after long delay. But the addresses, being poor women, 
fear to complain. Do not the postal authorities know all this?

Prizes, certificates and gold and silver medals awarded at industrial 
exhibitions are not of much use to hungry artisans. In order to enlist their 
services in the cause of industrial development, money must be advanced to 
them and articles produced by them bought up. Agents should be employed 
to collect these articles from different parts of the country. 

The native artisans who produce woollen cloth, silken cloth, &o., for us 
gre as illiterate as they are poor. They neque a careful training in order to 
be able to produce articles approved by modern fashion. In Germany highly 
educated teachers are giving technical education to labourers. But do educated 
young men in India try to help native artisans in their work?
